I beg  to  present  . my  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1941, 

A review  of  the  vital  statistics  for  the  year  shews  that  the 
public  health  has  not  been  seriously  influenced  by  war  conditions* 
The  birth  rate,  although  somewhat  lower  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales,  may  be  regarded  as  normal  for  a District  of  this  nature,  and 
the  death  rate  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  are  both  below  those 
for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Civil  Defence  and  general  emergency  duties  still  call  for 
a considerable  portion  of  the  time  of  the  Public  Health  Staff  but 
these  responsibilities  have  not  been  prejudicial  to  the  ordinary 
work  of  the  Department*  As  indicated  by  the  table  on  page  6, 
the  normal  standards  of  inspection  and  supervision  have  been 
maintained,  particularly  in  relation  to  the  production  and  distrib- 
ution of  milk. 

The  protection  of  children  against  diphtheria  has  made 
important  progress  and  details  of  the  work  which  has  been  undertaken 
at  the  Council’s  clinics  are  included  in  the  Report. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  interest  and  support  and  to  the  Council’s  Officers  for 
their  valued  co-operation  during  the  year,

The  district  receives  its,  supply  partly  from  the  Council’s  own 
Waterworks  and  partly  from  the  West,  Cheshire  Water  Board’s  Works,  In 
both  cases  the  supplies  are  controlled  by' quarterly  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examinations  and  those  examined  during  the  year  have 
been  highly  satisfactory.  Both  supplies  are  now  chlorinated. 

Samples  taken  from  a well' supplying  two  houses  in  Greasby  were 
found  upon  chemical  and  bacteriological ' examinati on  to  be  unsatisfactory 
A piped  mains  supply  has  been  installed,' 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE#. 

The  extension  of  the  sewer  from  Frankby  to  Irby  Mill  Hill  was 
completed.  Main  sewers  have  now  been  made  available  throughout  the  who! 
of  the  area  to  all  except  the  most ' isolated ' dwellings  and  farm  buildings 
The  drainage  systems  to  ten  dwelling  houses  were  nonn^Gued  to 
the  sewer  and  the  cesspools  abolished. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


Pollution  of  a watercourse  was  found  to  have  occurred  in  one 
instance  as  a result  of  the  connection  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  at 
one  section  of  a camp  to  the  surface  water  sewer.  The  necessary  re- 
connection to  the  main  sewer  was  carried  out  without  delay.

GATING 

Control  is  exercised  over  the  use  of  land  for  camping  purposes 
under  the  previsions  of  section  23  of  the  Hoylake  Urban  District  Coun- 
cil. Act,  1935,  and  bye-laws  made  thereunder.  The  consent  of  the 
Council  is  necessary  with  certain  exceptions,  before  land  in  those 
parts  of  the  district  which  are  subject  to  the  bye-laws,  may  be  used 
for  camping  purposes.  The  bye-laws  also  contain  provisions  requiring 
proper  sanitary  facilities;  measures  to  secure  orderly  conduct,  and 
powers  to  effect  the  removal  of  persons  camping  on  land  without  the 
permission  of  the  person  entitled  to  let  the  land* 

The  powers  conferred  in  the  above  enactments,  which  have  proved 
be  effective  in  controlling  camping  in  a residential  riparian  area 
contiguous  to  large  centres  of  population,  cease  to  be  in  force  on 
February  1st,  1942;  ive  years  from  the  date  on  which  they  came  into 
operation  viz,  February  1st,  1937, 

The  Council  decided  to  apply  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the 
re- enactment  of  the  bye-laws.  The  reply  to  the  application  stated 
that  in  view  of  the  national  situation,  the  Minister  feels  that  by-laws 
generally  should  not  be  made  unless  they  are  of  vital  importance 
and  suggested  that  the  Council  should  defer  their  proposals* 

Tie  Council  have  acquiesced  in  the  Minister’s  proposal  and  the 
District  will  shortly  be  without  Camping  Byelaws.  It  is  most  important 
to  remember  that  adequate  powers  will  be  needed  after  the  war  and  that 
uhese  be  sought  in  good  time  to  control  post  war  development* 

SC HOC IS 

Systematic  visits  are  made  to  ensure  that  sanitary  conditions 
prevail  at  schools.  Main  water  supply  is  installed  at  all  schools 
and  the  sanitary  conveniences  are  satisfactory. 


SMOKE  ABATE! iSNT_ 

18  smoke  observations  were  made  and  four  informal  notices  served 
as  a result.  Excessive  smoke  emission  was  due  in  the  main  to 
difficulties  in  connection  with  supplies  of  fuel  and  inability  to 
secure  suitable  labour  for  stoking  furnaces. 

S'AKriNG  R\THS_ 

There  are  two  open  air  public  baths  in  the  district  - Hoylake 
Baths  and  Meat  Kirby  Marine  lake,  A filtration  and  chlorination  plant 
is  installed  at  the  former.  Two  samples  taken  during  the  year  were 
unsatisfactory  owing  to  a fault  in  the  chlorinator.  Bacteriological 
examination  of  a sample  taken  subsequently  shewed  the  water  to  be 
highly  satisfactory,

Method  employed 
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JlSIMFECTION 

I4:  was  decided  by  the  Council  in  September  last  that  a steam 
disinfector  be  provided  in  the  district  as  an  alternative  to  the 
existing  arrangement  whereby  bedding  is  treated  at  the  disinfecting 
station  at  Bebington.  The  question  arose  out  of  the  decision  of  the 
Wirral  Joint  Hospital  Board  not  to  disinfect  bedding  other  than  that 
received  from  cases  admitted  into  their  hospital  and  to  a suggestion 
from  the  /irral  Urban  District  Council  that  this  Council  consider 
the  provision  of  plant  which  would  be  available  to  them  on  terms 
to  be  agreed.  Other  considerations  were  the  increase  in  population 
and  the  need  for  curtailing  transport.  Application  was  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  a machinery  licence  to  enable  the  Council  to 
make  the  purchase.  The  application  was  unsuccessful* 

HOUSING 

24  houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936.,  and 
defects  were  repaired  as  a result  of  informal  actions  Recourse  was 
had  mainly  to  powers  under  the  Public  Health  Act  for  the  remedying 
of  defects  at  dwellinghouses , One  official,  representation  was  made 
in  respect  of  dwellinghouse , an  undertaking  to  repair  being  accepted. 
Licences  for  the  occupation  of  four  dwellings,  which  were  the  subject 
of  demolition  or  closing  orders,  are  in  operation,  permitting  their 
occupation  as  a war  time  expedient  in  accordance  w ith  the  provisions 
of  article  68AA  of  the  Defence  Regulations,  1939, 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

Home  killed  meat  -sold  in  this  district  is  now  derived  from 
abattoirs  operated  by  the  Ministry  of  Hood  ct  Birkenhead  and  Bebington, 
inspection  of  meat  being  carried  out  by  the  inspectors  of  the  respect- 
ive Authorities, 

357  lbs  of  meat  examined  at  butcher's  shops  in  the  district 
was  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  was  surrendered, 

MILK  SUPPLY 

There  are  29  cowkeepers  on  the  register,  19  being  wholesale 
purveyors  and  10  retail  purveyors  of  milk.  One  farm  wont  out  of 
production  during  the  year.  Tuberculin  tested  milk  is  produced 
at  one  farm,  15  hold  licences  for  the  production  of  Accredited  milk. 

Improvements  effected  during  the  year  comprised  the  reconstruction 
of  shippons  at  2 farms  and  the  installation  of  two  mi] king  machines 
and  sterilizers. 

With  four  exceptions  milk  from  local  farms  is  retailed  in  the 
district.  In  addition  supplies  are  sent  in  from  29  external  farms  and 
four  pasteurising  plants, 

47  samples  were  submitted  for  biological  examination.  5 were 
returned  positive  and  the  diseased  animals  traced  and  slaughtered® 

There  are  25  dairymen  and  retail  purveyors  of  milk.  Three  went 
out  of  business  during  the  year.

There  were  no  cases  of  Malaria  in  the  Urban  District  during  the 
period  under  review  and  the  one  case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  which 
occurred  ended  in  the  recovery  of  the  patient. 

The  incidence  of  Diphtheria  was  notably  lower  during  1941  and  there 
was  a total  of  28  cases  compared  with  78  in  the  preceding  year.  All  the 

patients  were  isolated  and  treated  with  Diphtheria  anti  toxin  and  all 
recovered . Scarlet  Fever  notifications  were  unchanged  this  year  and 

32  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported;  18  of  which  w ere  treated  in 
hospital. 

One  case  of  Dysentery,  one  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  and  5 cases  of 
Para-typhoid  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year.  None  of  these 
cases  terminated  fatally  and  the  cases  of.  Para-typhoid  Fever  were 
traced  to  infected  artificial  cream  which  was  brought  into  this  District 
from  other  areas. 

45  cases  of  Pneumonia  and  9 cases  of  Erysipelas  were  reported  but 
none  of  these  presented  any  unusual  features  and  130  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough  and  175  cases  of  Measles  were  notified, all  of  which  recovered. 

18  cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  were  reported  during  the  year  and 
these  also  resulted  in  recovery  of  the  patients  in  every  instance. 

The  Council’s  scheme  for  free  diphtheria  immunisation  has  made 
satisfactory  progress  though  the  response  of  parents  of  children  under  5 
years  of  age  has  been  rather  disappointing.  Details  of  children  who  have 
been  treated  at  the  Council’s  clinics  are  given  below.
